Another great 
“4 quality of a good 
| leader is coopera- 
| tion. Do you coop- 
| erate with your 
state overseer, and 
with members of 
the boards and 
with the other min- 
isters? Do you re- 
ceive the  confi- 
dence and coopera- 
tion of your associ- 
ates — Cooperation 
—to give it and to get it? Every min- 
ister, every leader, every business execu- 
tive is greatly dependent for his success 
on the cooperation of those under, over, 
and around him. So much depends on 
securing cooperation that the prime 
purpose of these remarks is to show how 
to win cooperation. Remember that co- 
operation is a matter of giving as well 
as getting. Naturally when you expect 
much in the way of cooperation from 
those over, under, and around you, they 
have a right to expect just as much from 
you. As Gordon Graham expressed it, 
“If you want them to feel that your 
interests are theirs, you must let them 
see that their interests are yours.” That, 
and that only, is the way to build up a 
greater capacity for cooperation. 








The work of the Church cannot suc- 
ceed except through cooperation. In 
Mark 16:20 we read, “And they went 
forth and preached everywhere, the Lord 
working with them and confirming the 
word with signs following.” Notice 
Paul’s letter to the Corinthians, in 1 
Corinthians 3:9, “For we are laborers 
together with God. Ye are God’s hus- 
bandry, ye are God’s building.” Thus you 
see that we are not separate and apart 
from each other or from God. In Paul’s 
second letter to the Corinthians, (6:11), 
we read, “We then as workers together 
with him beseech you also that ye re- 
ceive not the grace of God in vain.” It is 
the height of folly for a minister to 
preach to his people cooperation, asking, 
begging, and trying to persuade them to 
cooperate with him, when he does not 
cooperate with his district overseer nor 
with his state overseer. The people are 
not blind. They see these things. It is 
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far better not to try to beat cooperation 
into their heads by hard-sounding words 
and criticizing speeches but show your 
loyalty by cooperating with those over 
you, around you, and about you until 
they can see in their pastor a good ex- 
ample of faithful service and coopera- 
tion. Then the people will be constrained 
to cooperate with you in all you under- 
take to do in advancing the cause of 
Christ. 

The minister who tries to get by will 
sooner or later find himself greatly em- 
barrassed. This reminds me of a minister 
I heard of who, at a state convention, 
began with a big stormy loud report of 
how they were just getting along fine 
at his place, that they had good meet- 
ings, and that you could hardly expect 
the work there to be any better. Finally 
after all of his high-sounding expres- 
sions had ended, he started to leave the 
platform, and the state overseer, who had 
kept careful record of all the various 
departments of the Church, desiring 
eagerly to see how all the work was com- 
ing up, asked, “Brother, did you raise 
your § per cent mission quota?” The 
minister replied, “Aw-w-w, no, we 
didn’t raise that.” ‘Well, what about 
your special offering to be brought to 
the state convention?” “Well, we did 
not get that.” “How about your aged 
ministers’ compensation?” “No, I think 
that we are going to get that right 
away.” “Just one more question,” said 
the overseer, “What about your Evan- 
gel subscriptions? Are you up on your 
quota?” “No, we haven’t got those 
either.” The few pointed questions asked 
by the overseer revealed the fact that the 
man had not kept up his program and 
that he was not working together with 
his state overseer or with the rest of the 
ministers of the state. Generally such men 
are very apt preachers on tithing and 
giving, so long as it is coming their way. 

Cooperation means working together 
for the same cause. A beautiful example 
is given in the four men who bore the 
paralytic on a stretcher and let him down 
through the roof to Jesus. If any one of 
the four men had dropped his corner of 
the stretcher, the poor sick man would 
likely have fallen and suffered greatly. 
But all four, working together, let him 
down carefully and gradually right in 
before Jesus. Jesus was able to speak the 
word which resulted in most wonderful 
success. 

Do you remember the story of Jona- 


7 General Overseer 
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than and his armor-bearer, who with such 
a burden for his own people, ready to 
risk his life for their interests, prayed 
and believed God and worked for the 
people’s interests, going up alone, and 
killing the large number of Philistines? 
Then when Jonathan was almost ex- 
hausted because of hunger, he took his 
rod and dipped it in the honeycomb and 
ate and revived himself. But an order 
of the king had gone forth that no one 
should taste of anything that day and 
that there would be a curse upon the 
man who did. When this was known, 
Jonathan was brought before the king, 
who said, “Tell me, what hast thou 
done?” Jonathan replied, by saying, “I 
did but taste a little honey with the end 
of the rod that was in my hand, and lo, 
I must die.” Saul answered, “God do so 
and more also, for thou shalt surely die, 
Jonathan.” But the people with whom 
he had been striving and laboring, said 
unto Saul, (1 Samuel 14:45), “Shall 
Jonathan die, who hast wrought this 
great salvation in Israel? God forbid; 
As the Lord liveth, there shall not one 
hair of his head fall to the ground, for 
he hath wrought with God this day. So 
the people rescued Jonathan that he died 
not.” Thus, you have a beautiful ex- 
ample of one cooperating with God and 
God protecting him in the hour of death. 


Generally when you hear a_ minister 
undertake to give a report at the con- 
vention and he starts out by saying that 
the people feed him and begins to brag 
on the fine potatoes they have there, the 
chickens they will feed you, the ham, 
etc., then begins to speak of how finan- 
cially the people are not able to bring 
up their part of the quotas, etc., and adds 
that the church was so hard hit that he 
felt the people had such a load there with 
their local project that they couldn’t get 
anything on the general program or try- 
ing to make excuses of different kinds, 
you can readily see that this man is not 
even a 42d cousin of the man I heard 
in Mississippi, who reported, ““We have 
no excuses to offer. We have done the 
job.” He was a hundred per center on 
everything, so why talk about other 
things. One fellow rose and reported,

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Whose Plan HE radio, the newspaper, and every other 
means of information let us know that 
we are in a time of national and international planning. De- 
tails of these plans are not known as many of them are kept 
as military secrets. Many of them are guessed at by opposing 
forces. Hard study to try to un- 
derstand just what is the plan of 
opposition is easily discernable. A 
few months ago prophecy was 
made that Hitler would soon take 
in more territory than he was 
able to police, that the way he 
was losing men and machines his 
force would soon be spent. But 
now people understand that his 
moves were so well planned that 
the countries which he has occu- 
pied have been put to work for 
him. Factories supervised by Ger- 
man technicians are turning out 
more and more machinery, and 
citizens of those countries which 
have been subjugated to German 
rule have been put to work in fac- 
tories while German men were 
taken to push the battle. Such 
plans as were not known before 
have been so thoroughly executed until even the military au- 
thorities are now amazed at what has been accomplished. But 
after all, it must be remembered that man’s plans are only man’s 
plans and that they may be executed only so far as they do not 
conflict with the plan of the ages as outlined by God. 

The Jewish Record recently comments that the island of 
Madagascar off the eastern coast of Africa is destined, if Hit- 
ler has his way, to be the dumping ground of all European 
Jews. The Pentecostal Evangel, in their October 18 issue, 
comments, “Evidently Hitler has failed again to consult God 
whose plan to re-establish the Jews in Palestine is contrary to 
this Nazi ambition.” We are of the same opinion for there is no 
place in God’s Word, prophetical or otherwise, that points to- 
ward a Jewish settlement in the island of Madagascar. Hitler 
may change the status of the Danubian countries or he may 
even subjugate Russia, but he cannot change the boundaries of 
that land which God has said He would give to His people. He 
cannot change the plan of God relative to those who are now 
mistreated, maltreated, subjugated and counted by him as the 
offscourings of earth.

The 
Holy Land now produces 98 per cent of her vegetables, 32 per 
cent of her milk, and 44 per cent of her wheat. Palestine’s 
wilderness has already become a fruitful land where foodstuffs 
abound.

Sixty-five per cent of the populat‘on are Jews, although some 
of these live outside the old walls of Bible days,” 

Another newspaper, The Watchman Examiner, tells us that 
Palestine has become a very fruitful country, that three crops 
of clove: have grown in three months on the flat land close 
tc the Dead Sea. Even though 
this land has been so filled with 
salt that it was considered by 
many beyond reclamation, it has 
been rinsed and has produced be- 
yond their wildest dreams.

THE CHURCH OF GOD EVANGEL 


6 bons Scriptures speak of three classes 
of people on the earth,—the Jew, 
the Gentile, and the Church. The 
Church is made up of both Jew and 
Gentile. Outside of the Church all who 
are not Jews are Gentiles. Up to the call 
of Abraham all the people of the earth 
were Gentiles. Abraham was the first He- 
brew. His grandson Jacob, whose name 
was changed to Israel (Gen. 32:24-28), 
had twelve sons. They became the heads 
of twelve tribes, known as the Twelve 
Tribes of Israel. After the death of King 
Solomon these tribes were divided. Ten 
ef them became known as Israel, and two 
(Judah and Benjamin) as Judah. In B. 
C. 721 Israel was carried captive to As- 
syria, and in B. C. 606 Judah was car- 
ried captive to Babylon. When Judah, 
after seventy years, returned from cap- 
tivity, a fair representation of the whole 
Twelve Tribes returned with them. From 
that time they have been known as the 
Jews. 


The Jews were God’s chosen people, 
but when they fell into idolatry and 
were carried into captivity, they were 
supplanted by the Gentiles. The nations 
of Egypt, Assyria, and Babylon were 
anxious to conquer and supplant Israel 
(the Jews), but God held them in an un- 
seen leash until the iniquity of Israel 
was full, and then He permitted the 
world power to pass into the hands of 
Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon. Jer. 
27:5-7. This happened in B. C. 606 and 
marked the beginning of the “times of 
the Gentiles,’ spoken of by Christ in 
Luke 21:24, and which is a period that 
in the mind of God has certain chrono- 
logical limits. It is not to be confounded 
with the “fulness of the Gentiles” spoken 
of by Paul in Rom. 11:25. The “ful- 
ness of the Gentiles” refers to the Gen- 
tiles that are “gathered out” to make up 
the Church, and “blindness in part” will 
continue among the Jews until the “ful- 
ness (the whole number of the elect) of 
the Gentiles” be come in, then the 
Church is “caught out,” and the Jews 
restored to their own land. The “fulness 
of the Gentiles” began at Pentecost and 
ends at least seven years before the 
“times of the Gentiles” end. 


The “times of the Gentiles 
outlined in the Book of Daniel. 


The Book of Daniel contains one 
“dream” by Nebuchadnezzar, and four 
“visions” by Daniel, all relating to the 
“times of the Gentiles.” 


NEBUCHADNEZZAR’S DREAM 


In the second year of Nebuchadnezzar’s 
reign he had a dream, but when he 
awoke it had gone from him. He de- 
manded of his magicians and astrologers 
that they should not only produce the 
dream, but that they should interpret it. 
This they were unable to do and their

destruction was ordered, but was stayed 
by Daniel’s petition for a little time. 
Then Daniel and his companions betook 
themselves to prayer, and in a night vi- 
sion the “dream” and its meaning was 
made known to Daniel. The interpreta- 
tation is certainly one that human in- 
genuity could not have hit upon. The 
wise men and flatterers of the Chaldean 
court would never have dared to an- 
nounce the end of Gentile supremacy. 


The “colossus” (image) symbolized 
the “world kingdoms” in their unity and 
historical succession. Gentile dominion is 
represented by a huge “metallic” man. 
The degeneration of the “world king- 
doms” is seen in the diminishing value of 
the metals used. Silver is worth less than 
gold, brass than silver, iron than brass, 
and clay than iron. The weight of the 
image also declines, the specific gravity 
of gold is 19.5, of silver 10.47, of brass 
7, of cast-iron 5, and of clay 1.93. The 
“colossus” is top-heavy. 


The four metals of which the “colos- 
sus” was composed represent four world- 
wide empires, which were to arise in suc- 
cession. Dan. 2:37-40. Four great em- 
pires, and only four, are to succeed each 
other in the government of the world, 
from Nebuchadnezzar to the second 
coming of Christ—the Babylonian, Me- 
do-Persian, Grecian, and Roman. These 
kingdoms are not only made known as 
to number, but their names, in the order 
of their succession, are given. The first 
kingdom, Babylon, is indicated by Dan- 
iel while interpreting the vision to 
Nebuchadnezzar. “THOU art this head 
of gold,” Dan. 2:38. The second—the 
Medo-Persians, he points out in his ac- 
count of Belshazzar’s feast, by the em- 
phatic words “In that night was Belshaz- 
zar the king of the Chaldeans slain, and 
Darius the Median took the kingdom.” 
Dan. 5:30, 31. The third, the Grecian, 
is mentioned in Dan. 8:20, 21, the ram 
which thou sawest having two horns are 
The kings of Media and Persia. And the 
rough goat is the king of Grecia. The 
fourth, the Roman, is referred to in Dan. 
9:26, as the people of the Prince that 
should destroy the city (Jerusalem) and 
the sanctuary; and we know that it was 
the Romans under Titus, that destroyed 
Jerusalem in A. D. 70. 


We have seen that the deterioration of 
the “colossus” is shown in the charac-

ter of the governments as they were to 
succeed one another. The power of Neb- 
uchadnezzar was absolute, of him Daniel 
said, 

“All people, nations, and languages, 
trembled and feared him; whom he 
would he slew; and whom he would he 
kept alive; and whom he would he set 
up; and whom he would he put down,” 
Dan. 5:19. 

The second kingdom was inferior to the 
first. It was a monarchy dependent upon 
the support of an hereditary aristocracy. 
The king could by no means do as he 
willed. This is seen in the case of Darius, 
who desired to save Daniel from the lions’ 
den, and could not, Dan. 6:12-16; and in 
the case of Ahasuerus who could only 
save the Jews from slaughter by a count- 
er-decree. Esther 8:3-12. The metal of 
the third kingdom was brass, and the 
government of Alexander the Great was 
a monarchy supported by a military 
aristocracy, that was as weak as the am- 
bitions of its leaders. 

The iron power of the fourth kingdom 
shows a still further depreciation. The 
Caesars were nominally elected by the 
people; they were merely called first 
magistrates of the state or generals; and 
for a long time wore no diadem, but only 
the laurel crown of a successful com- 
mander. They had also a senate which 
was supposed to counsel and_ control 
them. The people were neither allowed 
to legislate for them, nor to interfere 
with them, and if a senator became too 
independent he was banished. Thus the 
empire remained metallic and coherent. 
Iron is more perishable, more easily cor- 
roded or rusted than brass, or silver, or 
gold; but in the form of STEEL it is 
harder than any of them, and _ cuts 
through every other metal. Such has been 
Rome with her iron rule. 

But the “colossus” grows weaker and 
weaker until the feet and toes become a 
mixture of iron and clay. In other words, 
the government degenerates from an ab- 
solute monarchy to an autocratic democ- 
racy, a form of government in which the 
people largely have the say. 

In short the “colossus” shows that 
Gentile dominion passes gradually from 
the head, the organ which ought to di- 
rect the members, to the feet, which are 
are only made to carry the body whither 
the head directs.

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LETTER TO GENERAL OVERSEER 


On the Ocean 
September 18, 1941 


EAR Brother Walker: 
Greetings in Jesus’ dear name. 


I am now on my way back to Barba- 
dos, and shall never forget the wonder- 
ful experiences that have been mine in 
connection with my trip to and from the 
Assembly, and I cannot say how much 
I appreciate the kindness shown me by 
you and the Mission Board. My short 
stay in America has meant much to me, 
and has helped me to know the Church 
of God in a way it would not have been 
possible otherwise. In reaching New 
York I found that the ship by which I 
was to have returned to Barbados had 
been sold, and that the Moore-McCor- 
mack Company would not have a vessel 
going to Barbados till October 22, but 
after explaining to them the reason of 
my hurry to get home, they transferred 
my return ticket to the Canadian Na- 
tional, sailing from Boston, so I came on 
to Boston and now I am on my way. 
Owing to the length of time we will be 
on the water, I had to pay $27.75 more 
for this passage, so it fitted in so nicely, 
the extra $25.00 you gave me when 
leaving Cleveland, and I have had enough 
to meet this extra expense. This, how- 
ever, is working out for the good of the 
work, as I will now have an opportunity 
to call at both Dominica and St. Lucia 
on my way to Barbados, and will still 
reach home about five days earlier than 
first planned. Truly, God’s ways are al- 
ways best. 


Remember me kindly to all at Head- 
quarters and pray for me and the work 
in our field, and we will also continue to 
remember you and the great Church of 
God at the throne of grace.—Faithfully

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Good Manners in Church 


By J. H. Walker 


Little things are often important. If 
some of the points listed below are over- 
looked now and then, no serious harm is 
done; but one who observes these sim- 
ple rules of good manners in church may 
be considered a courteous and thought- 
ful person. 


1. Come to church a little early. Be in 
your place ready for worship when 
the service begins. The first hymn is 
as important as the last. 

2. Go forward. Leave the rear seats for 
strangers, parents with small chil- 
dren, and any who come late. 

3. Always be ready to serve when called 
on without being urged, especially to 
go to the choir when invited. If you 
are the pianist or musician take your 
place without being invited. If, how- 
ever, you do not serve regularly and 
are invited, please respond. Don’t 
hesitate and cause the invitation to be 
repeated. 

4. Move over. Even if you don’t mind 
having people crawl over you, don’t 
force them to this discomfort. Move 
in from the aisle to leave room for 
others. 

5. Eyes front. You are a worshiper, 
not a news reporter. Wait until after 
the service to see who came in late. 


While the music is being played or the 
songs sung, remember this is no oc- 
casion for social conversation. Don’t 
talk! Don’t talk all your victory 
away before the service begins. 

6. Assist others. Share your book when 
necessary. Help those who are less fa- 
miliar with the service, the children, 
and the strangers. Take care of your 
song book. Refrain from creasing 
pages. Do not leave miscellaneous pa- 
pers between the pages. Do not drop 
a book into the rack with a bang 
during the singing of the last verse of 
the last hymn. 

7. Greet strangers after the service. They 
are guests. Introduce them to the pas- 
tor and ask them to come again. And 
one more thing—not a question of 
manners, but of the proper form of 
speech—call the minister ‘‘Pastor” 
not “Reverend.” The word reverend 
is an adjective, not a title. In ad- 
dressing a letter, you may write Rev. 
John Smith. In very formal speech 
one may say Rev. Mr. Smith or the 
Rey. John Smith. Use either the word 
Mr. or the given name after the word 
Rev. Such use is rather clumsy in or- 
dinary conversation. It would be well 
to form the habit of addressing a min- 
ister as Pastor or Brother Smith.

first of these kingdoms was a unit, the 
second dual, the third became quadruple 
(Dan. 7:6, 8:8), and the fourth, in its 
final form, becomes ten-toed. 

The “colossus” comes to an end by 
being smitten on the feet by a “Stone 
cut out of a mountain.” The “Stone” does 
not fill the earth by degrees, and thus 
crowd the “colossus” out; it at one blow 
DEMOLISHES IT. The action of the 
“Stone” is JUDGMENT, not grace. It 
therefore cannot mean Christianity, for 
it is a “process.” 

Again the time of the destruction is 
not until after the formation of the 
toes, and we know that the “two limbs” 
of the “colossus” did not appear until A. 
D. 364, and the ten toes have not yet 
developed. The time when the stone falls 
on the “colossus” is distinctly stated in 
the interpretation as “in the days of those 
kings,” that is, in the days of the kings 
represented by the “ten toes.” 

The “Stone” which smites the “co- 
lossus” must be interpreted as Christ who 
is called a “Stone” in Scripture. “Who- 
soever shall fall on this stone (Christ) 
shall be broken (softened by  repent- 
ance), but on whomsoever it shall fall, 
it will grind him to powder.” Matt. 21: 
44. This is exactly what the prophet fore- 
tells of the smiting of the “colossus.” 

“Then was the iron, the clay, the 
brass, the silver, and the gold, broken to 
pieces together, and became like the 
chaff of the summer threshing floors; 
and the wind carried them away, that no 
place was found for them; and the stone 
that smote the image became a great 
mountain, and filled the whole earth,” 
Dam. 2:35. 

As the four kingdoms typified by the 
“colossus” are literal kingdoms, it fol- 
lows that the Stone kingdom must be a 
literal kingdom, for it takes the place 
of the kingdoms that are destroyed, and 
conquers the whole earth. The Stone 
kingdom then is the millennial kingdom 
of Christ and the “colossus,” or the 
“times of the Gentiles” typified by it, 
cannot come to an end until the “revela- 
tion of Christ” at His second coming. 

THE TIMES OF THE GENTILES 


In Luke 21:24 Jesus says that Jerusa- 
lem shall be trodden down of the Gen- 
tiles until the “times of the Gentiles” be 
fulfilled. 

We have seen that the “times of the 
Gentiles” began in B. C. 606; is there 
any way of telling when they will end? 

There are those who claim that Jesus 
meant by the word “times,” “propheti- 
cal times,” and that prophetical “time” 
is a year of 360 days, each day standing 
for a year, thus making a “time” equal 
to 360 years. They also claim that Moses 
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in the book of Leviticus (Lev. 26:18- 
21, 24-28), foretold, and four times re- 
peated it, that if the children of Israel 
d'sobeyed God, He would punish them 
“seven times” for their sins and that Je- 
sus referred to these “seven times” when 
He spoke of the “TIMES of the Gen- 
tiles.” Therefore if a “time” is 360 years, 
“seven times” would be seven times 360 
or 2,520 years; and as the “times of the 
Gentiles” began in B. C. 606, they should 
have ended in A. D. 1914. 


Can this claim be substantiated? In 
the book of Revelation the last “half” 
of the “seventieth week” of Daniel is de- 
scribed by three statements of time. First 
by 42 months (Rev. 11:2; 13:5); second 
by 1,260 days (Rev. 11:3; 12:6); third 
by “time, and times, and half a time” 
(Rev. 12:14); this last corresponding 
with Daniel’s “time and times and the 
dividing of time.”’ Dan. 7:25; 12:7. Now 
as all these statements of time apply to 
the same period, it is clear that the 
things that are equal to the same thing 
are equal to each other; and as a “thou- 
sand, two hundred and threescore days” 
equal 1,260 days, and 1,260 days equal 
forty-two months of thirty days each, 
and forty-two months equal three and 
one-half years, then “time, times and half 
a time” (or the dividing of time), must 
equal three and one-half years That is, a 
“time” must equal one year; and “times,” 
two years; and a “half a time,” half a 
year. So we see that in prophetical 
chronology a “time” is equal to a year 
of 360 days, and not a year of 360 years. 
There is therefore no scriptural authority 
for calling a “time” 360 ordinary years. 


If a “time” were 360 ordinary years, 
then the “time, and times, and a half 
a time” of Rev. 12:14 would be equal 
to 360 plus 720 plus 180 or 1,260 years, 
making the last week of Daniel’s seventy 
weeks 2,520 years long; the absurdity of 
which is seen when we remember that the 
last week of the seventy weeks must be 
on the same scale as the weeks of the 
sixty-nine week period, which we proved 
from history were only seven years long. 


If the claim that the “times of the 
Gentiles” is 2,520 years long is correct, 
then we must not forget that those years 
are years of 360 days each. Now 2,520 
years of 360 days each, make 907,200 
days. But exactly 2,523 Julian or astro- 
nomical years of 3651%4 days each, or 
921,516 days, elapsed since B. C. 606 
up to A. D. 1917, a difference of 14,316 
days. If we reduce these 2,523 years of 
36514 days to years of 360 days, then 
we must divide 921,516 by 360, which 
gives us 2,55934 years, which is 39%, 
years more than 2,520 years, so that the 
2,520 years of the “times of the Gen- 
tiles” ran out in A. D. 1877. 


As further proof that the “seven 


times” of Leviticus are not prophetic 
times, we have the fact that the children 
of Israel have been punished, or given 
over to servitude and captivity exactly 
SEVEN times. Their present dispersion is 
neither a servitude nor captivity, and 
does not count. 
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lower and lower. One night, according 
to her own words, she heard the singing 
and the call to return. At that time 
there was no meeting so she had to walk 
eight miles and was just in time for the 
morning prayer meeting. There again 
she gave her heart to God. 

More good news is that on July 20 we 
baptized thirty-two in water. Those I 
love to give to your care and keeping. 
I can still see the beams of joy in their 
faces as I told them the faith which 
links us to Christ’s death and unites us 
with His resurrection in all its eternal 
and victorious power. By our union with 
Him we are gloriously triumphant, so 
follow Him now. 

We pray that God will lead you. Fear 
not to send help. The Lord will open a 
way. Pray for us. The prayer of faith 
always is of great value. At Tung Tha 
Kai we need a well. Our workers have to 
drink the filthy water of the village 
pond where all the soiled clothes are 
washed. We leave all in His hands and - 
plead that heaven’s best is yours. Thank- 
ing you for all the prayers, good gifts, 
and love toward this work, we know in 
this hour of need you, like God, will be 
with us. His blessings rest on you. Do 
remember the children of God, waiting 
for the opening of the endless ages of 
eternal life and eternal glory. The atti- 
tude of the truly surrendered heart is 
henceforth unto Him.—Paul C. Pitt. 

P. S. On the 17th of August we bap- 
tized in water thirty-five souls and ask 
prayer for them.
